China Enter* War. 
in July, 1915, Pope Benedict 
made his first, official peace pro­ 
posal. 
At that time the pontiff in­ 
sisted that all friends of peace join 
him in a desire to bring to an end 
the dreadful hostilities. 
Almost 
simultaneously with his latest ap­ 
peal China enters the ranks of the 
belligerents by formally declaring 
war on Germany 
and 
Austro- 
Hungary. 


Allies Going a Little. 
No great changes have taken 
place in the battle fields of Europe. 
Northeast of Ypres, in Flanders, 
British troops have forced German 
posts to retire across the Steenbeke 
river, which lies east of the Ypres- 
Thorout railway in the region of 
Langemarck. 
The British held all 
their gains and re-established their 
line on the east bank of the river. 
Elsewhere, from the coast to Saint 
Quentin, the artillery fighting has 
increased in some sectors and the 
British have carried out a number 
of surprise raids. 
The French re- 
connoitering parties have penetrat­ 
ed the German lines near Rheims 
at 
two 
places. 
Elsewhere, 
in 
Champagne as well as at Cerny on 
the Aisne front and in the Carstach 
section the French have repulsed 
German surprise attacks.
